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Electricity minister resigns amid ongoing government formation discussions 



Iraq's Electricity Minister Resigns in Wake of Protests: 

• Electricity shortages, combined with the summer heat, led to protests in Basrah and in 
Nasiriyah. In Basrah, on June 19, protestors began throwing stones and security forces 
retaliated, leaving two people dead and two wounded. On June 21, hundreds of angry 
demonstrators pelted stones at riot police guarding the Dhi Qar provincial government 
headquarters in the city of Nasiriyah. The subsequent altercation left at least fourteen 
wounded. Minister of Electricity Karim Wahid al-Hassan tendered his resignation on 
June 21, hours after the demonstrations in Nasiriyah. Iraqi Oil Minister Hussain al- 
Shahristani was named the acting Minister of Electricity on June 22. 

Al-Sistani Threatens Intervention in Government Formation Discussions; 

• Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani threatened on June 18 to intervene in prolonged 
coalition talks if the talks do not produce a new Iraqi government soon. Sistani was 
not seeking to favor any one political party, but simply wanted to expedite the 
formation of a new Iraqi government.

Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package.

Organizations operating within Iraq. 
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POLITICAL - Refiigee Update 




There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing of 
February 2006. 

Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods in 
Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and 
nongovernmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and conflict 
victims. 



■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 46,581 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to the 
U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visas (SIVs) have been issued for 
Iraqis translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the Section 
1059 program). 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by the 
U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program).

ISI Claims Responsibility for Trade Bank of Iraq Bombing : 

• Two suicide bombers killed 26 people and wounded at least 50 more in near simultaneous 
attacks outside the Trade Bank of Iraq in Baghdad on June 20. According to Baghdad 
Security Spokesman Major General Qassim al-Moussawi, two cars packed with explosives 
were driven to the gates of the bank and were then detonated as the cars hit the protective 
blastwall. The Islamic State of Iraq (ISI) has claimed responsibility for this attack as well 
as the June 13 attacks on Iraq's Central Bank. 

Bombings Target GOI Officials and AQI Critics: 

• At least five people were killed and 13 wounded in a series of attacks throughout Iraq. 
The targets of the attacks were government officials and critics of al-Qaida in Iraq (AQI). 
The early morning violence started in the largely Sunni neighborhood of Dora in southern 
Baghdad when a convoy carrying a senior official from the Ministry of Transportation was 
unsuccessfully targeted with a roadside bomb. Soon after, two leaders of a local 
Awakening Council in Diyala were killed. And in a third incident, another critic of AQI 
in Anbar Province, Najim Abid al-Issawi, was killed when a bomb attached to his car 
detonated in Fall uj ah. Elsewhere, 18 Iraqi Army soldiers were wounded in separate 
attacks on a moving patrol and at a gathering near the office of a Shi'a religious party.

Bomber Kills 8 at Market in Northern Iraq: 

• Eight people, including six police officers, were killed after a suicide bomber struck a 
group of people at a market in northern Iraq. A crowd had gathered at the scene of a 
roadside bomb that went off minutes before when the bomber approached the group and 
set off his explosives vest. An additional 10 people were injured in the attack.

Oil Exports Increase for Month of May: 

• The Iraqi Ministry of Oil announced crude oil exports increased for the month of 
May. Oil exports in May were 58.7 million barrels compared to 53 million barrels in 
April, while revenue increased from $4.2 billion to $4.34 billion despite a drop in oil 
prices during that period. According to the Ministry of Oil, this is the first monthly 
increase in oil exports in three months.

The Dhi Qar PRT recently initiated two agricultural training projects in 
partnership with the al-Gharraf Guidance Center. The training center offers a 
Workshop & Mechanization Center where farmers can rent tractors and 
agricultural tools and a Fish Hatchery which will provide local fish stock rather 
than requiring provincial fish farmers to travel to Baghdad. Jointly funded by the 
U.S. and Italian governments, the center is run by the provincial Directorate 
General of Agriculture and the federal Ministry of Agriculture. The Center is 
enhancing capacity building and agricultural development in the region. 

In the past two months, more than 25,000 children have received their second 
round of fluoride treatments through an Iraq Rapid Assistance Program (IRAP)- 
funded grant program, Project Smile. The program, which has treated children in 
71 schools, has been praised by Iraqi officials who hope to expand the treatment 
throughout the whole district. The program has been so successful that "the Iraqi 
Ministry of Health is exploring the possibility of replicating the program 
throughout the rest of the country"
